the Unlit-mi Trial. 


Mr. Scorllle's Vehement Attacks 01 


Mr. Corkhill and Others. 


WASHINGTON, Jiui. lit.—Mr. 
Kcovillc 


in his argument complained 
that th 


prosecution had failed to call Detective 
ilcElfrcsh to the stand, and the natura 
inference was because Ins evidence woult 
have been of service to tho prisoner. 


Colonel Corkhill—"We. called a man 


who was with him. 
Von say you wanted 


to prove by MuEtf resli what the prisone 
said on the way to tho jail. 
Now w< 


had upon tho stand an officer who rode 
with McElfresh and tho prisoner to tho 
jail. * Why didn't you get all you wanted 
from him r" 


Mr. Scoville, in reply, read from tho 


evidence of tlie witness mentioned by 
Colonel Corkhill. ''I did not speak with 
him, but McElfresh talked with him all the 
way to tho jail," and added, ''This is suf- 
ficient answer, I think, to your last remark 
and Ruftic'ieut reason why we should com- 
plain that you have deprived us of this 
very material evidence, which would have 
shown precisely the language and the 
mental condition—so far as can be judged 
by the conversation—of the prisoner at 
the very time of the shooting." 


Mr. Davidge—"Then -why didn't you 


summon these witnesses yourself?" 


Mr. Scovillc turned quickly and reply- 


ing witb some vehemence of nniimer, was 
interrupted by Colonel Corkhill (with a 
mocli deprecation), 
< ff)h, please don't 


scare him." 


Mr. Scoville—"I'm not attempting to 


scare any one. At this Hinge of the trial 
I don't imagine any one will be easily 
scared on either mdo." Mr. Scoville read 
from tho various "letters and documents 
written by Guiteuu at the time of fho 
shooting, and in which ho alluded In nnd 
explained this act, and argued that it was 
an utter impossibility for a sane man, 
with a motive for so bloodthirsty a deed, 
to have written and talked as the prisoner 
did in relation to it. 


Mr. Scoville again called the attention 


of the jury to what he had before charged, 
that the prosecution had suppressed every 
particle of evidence bearing upon tho first 
two weeks after the shooting. They had 
destroyed the notes of their interviews 
with the prisoner, und had introduced as 
evidence fust what they thought would 
aid the prosecu tion and help to hang the 
^•isoiier; but iiccidonially—(Guiteau. in- 
terrupting, ''And providentially—put the 
word providentially in, please.") Mr. 
Scoville continued:—"But accidentally 
and providentially. I might add, we have 
tho testimony of Dr. Young; and I-will 
say here if the prosecution iif their final 
argument should attempt to show (bat it 
was an afterthought with the prisoner to 
claim inspiration for his act. you have a 
right to take all those things iulo consid 
oration." 


Guitoan—''They came to my cell aw, 


tried to draw mo out. I talked will 
them a little and told them about the 
Deity, and my inspiration, and now they 
suppress all that evidence. That showi 
the iniquity of tin's prosecution, and Got' 
Almighty will curse every one on this 
prosecution, in my opinion.11 
After a 


short pause the prisoner added:—''Tim! 
reminds mo to say that Judge Porter has 
been pretending to be sick for two days. 
I hope it will be providential to keer 
him sick. 
I hope the Lord will take him 


below quick and then send for Corkhill/1 


As Mr. Scoville proceeded Colonel 


Corkhill made frequent and, as tlie speak- 
er evidently thought, slighting comments, 
until finally becoming irritated he turned 
upon the District Attorney and denounced 
in scathing terms- his unfair conduct, and 
instanced his production as evidence in 
this nisi; of a letter written by the prison 
er mid which he (Corkhill) bad intercepted 
and mutilated by cutting off the signature 
and such portion as he thought might 
benefit the prisoner. 
"A thing." said 


Mr. Scoville, ''which was never before 
permitted in a court of justice, not even 
upon tho trial of a civil suit." 


As Mr. Scoville continued, counsel for 


the prosecution frequently interrupted 
him, 
and a running fire was kept up be- 


tween counsel for.some time. 
Upon one 


occasion Colonel Corkhill explained:—"I 
interrupted you because you were not 
stating the truth.11 


Mr. Davidge (rather contemptuously')— 


"Oh, lu^s just making a little capital bo- 
fore tho jury.1' 


Mr. Scoville—"Yes, I am making a 


little capital.1' 


Mr. Davidge—"Well, please make it 


quick." 


Mr. Scoville continued:—"I am mak- 


ing a little capital here and a little there, 
and am doing it as fast as I can get prop-

WOOLSON'S SECOND LEC- 


TURE. 


Mrs. Woolsou delivered tho second lec- 


ture of her course iu Miienchingor's hall 
yesterday ut 12 o'clock. 


The subject was Chaucer, his times, 


and his predecessors. Mrs. Woolson first 
reviewed whatever of literary effect can 
be found among the earliest inhabitants 
of Britain, allowing that the Kelts could 
claim little or no place among writers of 
any note. 


The Saxons, who followed them, were 


by no means rich iu literature, but a few 
works still in existence prove that learn- 
ing wns not entirely dormant among 
them. Tho Romance of Beowulf, a name- 
less and heathen epic, was written before 
Christianity was introduced among the 
Saxons, and is a striking picture of dim 
old Gothic days, full of niinule. and soul- 
slirriug descripliouB. 


Credmon's Paraphrase, written about 


050 A. i)., is a story of Ihc creation and 
other Scripture incidents, from which 
Milton no doubt drott many of his ideas 
in his phm of Paradise Lost.
